Cromwell, Editor and Publisher 


S a matter of record, it is here related that this publication began as a monthly in February 

1917 under the name “The Thoroughbred Horse,” with Thos. B. Cromwell, then, as now, and 

continuously as its editor, though prior to May 1928, the Thoroughbred Horse Association was its 
publisher. 

In April, 1928, Mr. Cromwell resigned as Secretary of the Thoroughbred Horse Association, 
and, under an assignment made by a resolution of the directors of that organization, took over the 
publication, issuing in May under the name “The Thoroughbred Horse.” 

New directors of the Thoroughbred Horse Association felt that the organization should retain 
the name for its bulletins, when and issued, and in June 1928, Mr. Cromwell changed the name to 
“The Thoroughbred,” and three issues appeared under that name (June, July and August 1928). 

Meanwhile The Thoroughbred Record, a Lexington publication which had never voiced objection 
to the use of the name “The Thoroughbred Horse’ by the Thoroughbred Horse Association, had its 
attorney notify Mr. Cromwell that the use of the name ‘The Thoroughbred” constituted an in- 
fringement on its trade mark rights, whereupon, upon advice of counsel, Mr. Cromwell abandoned 
the name “The Thoroughbred” and in September 1928 issued under the name THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
continuing it as a monthly until May 1929, then changing the frequency of issue to weekly, be- 
ginning with the week ending May 11, 1929, in its present size, the monthly having been of a larger 
form. 

That initial weekly was numbered Volume XIII, Number 6, the monthly issues for January, 
February, March, April and May having been numbered from 1 to 5 inclusive. So what follows is 
an index to the weekly issues carrying the numbers 6 to 39, inclusive. 

Incidentally the Thoroughbred Horse Association continues to periodically issue a publication 
under the name of The Thoroughbred Horse, apparently without objection on the part of The 
Thoroughbred Record. 

In the following index the number first given is the number of the issue, and the second number

OMEBODY ought to write a history of the 
doings of foreign owners and horses on the 
British Turf, for they form a most varied and 
interesting gallery, yet one far too extensive to 
be more than glanced at here. German, French, 
Hungarian, Russian, Polish, Danish, Greek, Ital- 
ian, Rumanian, American, Argentinian, Hindus- 
tani—they have been drawn from every civilized 
quarter of the globe. Without going too far back, 
let us take a representative group of continental 
invaders. 

Court Lagrange, in addition to the achieve- 
ments of the mighty Gladiateur, claimed “classic” 
victories with Camelia (One Thousand Guineas, 
1876), Chamant (Two Thousand Guineas, 1877) 
and Rayon D’Or (St. Leger, 1879). Prince Bat- 
thyany, the scion of an old Hungarian line won 
the Derby of 1875 with Galopin, but his later 
possession, St. Simon, a son of Galopin, was rob- 
bed of “classic’’ opportunities by the death of his 
owner. 

How many volumes of stud history these two 
magnificent horses have written it would be hard 
to calculate. St. Simon was never beaten, or 
even extended, on a race track, and in his prin- 
cipal triumph, the Goodwood Cup, started at 7 to 
100. The bold Count Kinsky was none too fa- 
miliar with English tracks, but he made no mis- 
take when riding his plucky little mare, Zoedone, 
to victory in the Grand National of 1883. The 
victory of Lutteur III in 1909, was another 
foreign triumph in the race. 

Baron Hirsch was by no means fortunate with 
some of his horses, which, by consistent forward 
running, were regularly impressing the assessor 


of weights, but he found ample solace in his won- 
derful mare, La Fleche, whose triple “classic” 
honors, the “One Thousand,” the Oaks, and St. 
Leger of 1892, have placed her with the im- 
mortals. 


The name of Baron Shickler is less familiar 
to us than most of our invaders, probably owing 
to his exalted view of British bloodstock and 
the seeming difficulty of beating them. It was 
only on the earnest entreaties of W. Webb, his 
trainer, that he consented to run Le Justicier 
in the Eclipse Stakes of 1895, and the colt’s easy 
three-lengths’ victory astonished the Baron as 
much as it gratified the trainer. 


Persistent ill-luck dogged every ettort of the 
late M. Edouard Blanc to capture our Blue Rib- 
and. He bred a number of formidable candidates, 
mainly from Flying Fox, his “triple crown” pur- 
chase. With the heavily-backed Vinicius, he beat 
everything but Rock Sand for the Derby of 1903. 
The following year he supplied a warm favorite 
for the race in Gouvernant, but the latter, a 
temperamental beast, ‘“‘carted’”’ the stable com- 
pletely and never saw the way St. Amant went. 
There was a hope that the stable’s unbeaten Ajax, 
winner of over £30,000, would make a bold bid 
for Pretty Polly’s St. Leger, but the colt broke 
down before the day. For the 1905 Derby, M. 
Blanc’s hope was Jardy, who had carried off our 
Middle Park Plate the previous fall, but Maher, 
on Cicero, beat him half a length. The stable, 
however, derived some consolation from the vic- 
tory of Val d’Or in the Eclipse Stakes. 

Among other distinguished Continental own- 
ers may be singled out Prince Hatzfeldt, whose 
Ascetic’s Silver won the Grand National of 1906; 
Chevalier Ginistrelli, whose Derby and Oaks suc- 
cess in 1908 with Signorinetta has become one of 
the epics of Epsom; M. Caillault, whose Querido 
won the Chester Cup of 1907; Mr. Mandaras, who 
took the Lincolnshire of 1909 with Duke of Spar- 
ta, and Mr. Goculdas, whose Caligula was success- 
ful in the St. Leger of 1920. 

Equally interesting have been the fortunes of 
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our American invaders, amongst the most notable 
of whom have been Mr. Lorillard, whose Iroquois 
won the Derby and St. Leger of 1881; Mr. W. C. 
Whitney, whose Volodyovski beat William the 
Third for the Derby of 1901; Mr. Keene, whose 
Foxhall brought off the great “October double,” 
a feat which his compatriot, Mr. Macomber, emu- 
lated in 1925, but with two different horses; Mr. 
“Boss” Croker, of “Tammany Hall” fame, who 
somewhat flukily took the 1907 Derby with Orby, 
and whose Rhodora might have captured the 
Oaks of 1908 but for falling; Mr. A. Belmont, 
who was successful with Norman III in the “Two 
Thousand” of 1908, also with Tracery in the St. 
Leger of 1912, and the Eclipse Stakes of 1913; 
Mr. L. Winans whose Adam Bede brought off the 
“Duke of York” and Cambridgeshire double of 
1912, and Mr. H. B. Duryea, who took the Two 
Thousand Guineas with Sweeper II in 1912, and 
whose very moderate Durbar II, by some miracu- 
lous means, got the better of Hapsburg, Black 


Jester and other useful ones in the Derby of 1914. 


A picturesque character at Newmarket at the 
beginning of the present century was the Argen- 
tinian trainer, Alvarez. Alvarez knew his busi- 
ness and it was not long before his skill as a 
trainer was recognized. 

In the year 1900, Lord Rosebery had a drastic 
“weed out” of his stable, and amongst the dis- 
carded ones was Epsom Lad, who had been a 
disappointment. Epsom Lad was bought for a 
thousand guineas by Lord Woolavington, then 
racing as “Mr. Kincaid,” and sent to Alvarez to 
train. Alvarez employed his own jockey, a 
fellow-Argentinian, named Gomez, whose meth- 
ods were as unorthodox as his own. 

Between them the South Americans wrought 
wonders with Epsom Lad, who won the Princess 
of Wales Stakes at Newmarket, and then took 
the Eclipse Stakes at Sandown, both races being 
“ten thousand pounders!” 


RYAN HORSES IN ENGLAND

HE first stage in a venture undertaken by an 
American owner and trainer has been reached 


with the arrival at Telscombe, near Lewes, in 
Sussex, from America one 4-year-old, five 3- 
year-olds, and eight 2-year-olds. They are the 
property of Mr. C. J. Ryan, and will be trained 
for racing in this country by J. P. Loftus, who 
before he became trainer for Mr. T. F. Ryan, 
father of his present employer, was leading 
jockey in the United States. 

The 14 Thoroughbreds arrived in London on 
Monday, December 16, and that same evening 
were in their new quarters at Telscombe, which, 
situate in a dip in the South Downs between 
Lewes and Br.ghton, is the home of Mr. A. Gor- 
ham. That well known sportsman and squire 
of the model village used to maintain at Tels- 
combe a string of jumpers, of whom the best 
known was Shannon Lass, winner of the Grand 
National in 1902. Mr. Ryan, through his agent 
in England, Colonel C. E. Dansey, who will man- 
age the enterprise, has taken these stables from 
Mr. Gorham, as also the gallops, on which, by 
the way, a St. Leger winner was trained. That 
was as long ago as 1863, and the horse referred 
to was Lord St. Vincent’s Lord Clifden. Mr. 
Gorham’s immediate predecessor at Telscombe 
was Mr. John Gubbins, though that Irishman’s 


two winners of the Derby—Ga!ltee More and Ard 
Patrick—were trained for him at Beckhampton 
by the late Sam Darling, father of the present 
trainer at Beckhampton. 

It should be noted that in the list of newcom- 
ers given below not all are of American breed- 
ing. Four of the 3-year-olds were bred in Eng- 
land, as will be gathered from the breeding. One, 
Forum II, was bred in Franee. Also one of the 
2-year-olds was bred in England. Now, Mr. C. 
J. Ryan has decided, after their early days in 
America, that they shall return here, along with 
some selected American-bred ones, to be raced.

The late Mr. T. F. Ryan had several horses in 
training in England with H. S. Persse at Stock- 
bridge. Certainly the best of them was the grey 
colt Damon, who, after showing the greatest 
promise as a 2-year-old, developed physical 
troubles which brought about his death the fol- 
lowing year. His son’s trainer, who has now 
taken up his quarters at Telscombe, is still a 
young man, and will, I am sure, make a favor- 
able impression when he comes to be generally 
known. Loftus has ridden two winners of the 
Kentucky Derby, which I have always looked 
upon as the premier race for 3-year-olds in 
America. They were George Smith in 1917, and 
Sir Barton in 1919. He was also associated as 
jockey with Man o’ War, the most famous horse 
of modern times in America. 

Andrew Joyner was, I believe, the last Ameri- 
can trainer to run an all-American stable in this 
country. This he did for Mr. H. P. Whitney, at 
Newmarket, and certainly no man more rightly 
deserved the popularity he enjoyed. Mr. C. J. 
Ryan’s venture, which is beginning in modest 
circumstances at Telscombe, will, I hope, at least 
meet with its fair share of success. Evidently the 
late Mr. Ryan had planned some attack on our 
Derby, for, included in his entry for the race 
next year were the five 3-year-olds now at Tels- 
comke. I am assuming that their entry was ren- 
dered void under .the old rule which automatically 
wiped out entries made by a deceased person. 
This venture, which is beginning at Telscombe, 
should not be misunderstood. It has not been 
launched in the confident belief that the horses 
named above are sure to win renown here. 

Actually, nothing is known of the 3-year-olds 
for they have never been raced. Mr. Ryan and 
his trainer have come on a sporting quest, and 
if successes should come their way they will, be 
gratified in the utmost sense, but it would be 
wrong to construe into the venture anything be- 
yond the modest character attaching to it at this 
moment. It is of interest to add that also in 
Mr. Ryan’s shipment were eight yearlings which, 
for the time being, have been sent to winter at 
Major Stapleton-Bretherton’s stud farm.
